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On April 19, 1990, LAWRENCE NOYER, Assistant

his office at 1 Pierrepont Plaza, Brooklyn, New York. 
NOYER was the candidate's law clerk from 
September, 1983 - September, 1985. NOYER' s primary 
responsibilities as the judge's law clerk were doing 
research, drafting opinions, preparing the judge to take 
the bench at trials, resolving issues of evidence and 
charging the jury.
